NEW ANTENNA RESTRICTIONS — 
PROPOSED BY THE IRONDEQUOIT 
ZONING COMMISSION 


On Thursday, March 26th, the Town of Ironde- 
quoit Zoning Commission held it’s first public 
hearing regarding their recommendations to the 
town board for revising the town’s existing zoning 
laws. Among the commission’s recommenda- 
tions made public at this meeting were several 
regulations pertaining to transmitting antennas 
which I believe are unacceptable to the amateur 
radio community. 


Specifically the zoning commission is proposing 
that transmitting antennas cannot be erected in a 
residential area without a special use permit from 
the zoning board, that they cannot be placed on a 
roof, and that they must not exceed 50 feet in 
height. 


Apparently, I was the only amateur radio oper- 
ator at the meeting, and I pointed out to the board 
the existence of the FCC ruling (PRB-1) ‘‘Jn the 
matter of Federal Preemption of State and Local 
Regulations Pertaining to Amateur Radio Ser- 
vice’. The town attorney present at the hearing 
admitted tht he was not aware of PRB-1. I provid- 
ed the commission with copies of two documents 
taken from the ARRL zoning package which I ob- 
tained from N2EZS. 


I suggest that amateurs who are residents of 
Irondequoit organize to make our views regarding 
the antenna zoning laws known to the commission 
before they make their recommendations to the 
town council in June. Now is the time to act.

Do you remember the RaRa member who, for 
months, kep us amused at the monthly meetings 
with his tales of the telephone company and its 
wayward bills?
